Singular and Atrocioue Case. 
f^^fSMUbikniing account of a horrible occur- 
Tonoa^j^l^il^h recently took place in CanatJii 
copy from the Woodstock Timcn: 
Ft appears that a farmer of tlie name of 
Brown, residing in the township of Dere- 
ham, lias a wife, Who happietis— like most of 
her sex— to have "a't'oiiigde in' her head." 
Mrs. Brown and her neighbors, once on 
terms of intimacy, lately have had tht-ir 
differences. These differences, in the course 
of events, assumed a seriousness that sel- 
dom belong.s to country scandal. Mrs. 
Brown's neighbors being for the most part 
members of a denomination called " Bible 
Christians," look tho occasion of the dedica- 
tion of their denominational edifice, as the 
lilting time forplanuing her humiliation and 
disgrace, which, in their Christian forbear- 
ance, was to be nothing beyond a tarring 
and feathering. Consequently, on the first 
of December last, the party beiti? formed 
and the neiphborliciod on tho tip-toe of ex- 
citement, tli'i attack was miule. It dues not 
appear who led this gallant phalan.v of pious 
scoundrels. They, however, presented them- 
selves, a liiUe after 8 o'clock, at the door of 
the domicile of the Browns, and demanded 
admission. Whether Mrs. B. had had an 
inkling of thoir purpose or not, it i.s (liliicult 
to say. Having, however, with the curiosity 
belonging to her sex, taken a peep at the 
conners, atid findit.g them, (five.jn number) 
with their faces blackened and their coals 
reverseil, she priulently decided not to ad- 
mit them. On (iiicling the door closed 
a;iaiiist them and admission refused, they 
irTed the manly expedient of lying, and 
fabricated an excaBe'"tp 'see Mr. Brown. 
This had no better success, when they ap- 
plied iheir bludgeons to the door, starting it 
from its hinges and fastening. At this stage 
of the proceedings, Mr. and Mrs. lirown, and 
ihe two children in the house wiih them, it 
appears, became greatly alarmed, and pite- 
ou.sly implored mercy at the hands of their 
as.sailants. The appeal was disregarded, 
ami a second attack on the door removed all 
obstacles to the ingress of the uiasktul and 
cowardly followers of the Rev. (!) Mr. 
Smith. Mrs. Hrown, in her aliright on the 
entrance of her cowanlly assailants, fled lo 
the garret. Tho male Brown, with a.\o in 
hand" stood inside his .roprn door, when the 
i;allant cnpiain of this christian force gained 
the ceiitre of ihe Hoor, and sjioke the lerrr,s 
uf treaty, wliioli were these : " Tne Browns 
WITH to siirrt-nder themselves, trusting for 
their lives lo the clemency of their captors," 
whtTciipDii a imrty was deployed to seize 
.Mrs. Brown, while Mr. B. was marched o(I 
in charge of lhri;B men, unshod, nnlirceched 
and unbonnetod, his retiring garment flnlier- 
in-: gracefully in tho pure air of a bitter Ue- 
ceinber night. 

The other party followed with Mrs. Brown, 
and tho two victims were taken lo a running 
brook a Ktinrt ilistaiice from their house, 
stri|)peil of their garments nnd tartfii and 
feathered. The woman was then cartii'd 
back to the house, and her person viulalod 
hy two of the pious. rascals— :one of them a 
married man — named Moyer and Shell.' 

The two scoundrels were sub.soqiDntly 
arrested, and put upon triiil. Tiie d.-|.>iife 
sot up was that Mrs. brown's virtue ami 
truthfulness should not be relied upon ; that 
the innocent pastime of tarring coni|)i)so(l 
the doings of that eventhil night.

Brnwn had alloweil hitiisdlf to he sued 
III Iho Division Court, and lliiit liom ilu'se 
and like cau.-ies the two Browns ami the 
two children should not be believed on o.-Mh 
... refrence to one portion nt the proceedings 
of -he night of the lirsl of Deceniher, though 
perfectly truthful ill respect to all the rest. 
But the reverend respfctnliilily of .Mr. 
Smith did not avail. The, foice of thegnose 
story was lost ou tho jury, anil the arguing 
n( Mr. Cary " Love's labor lost." Tho case 
for llie crown was put to tho jury. olothed in 
inniiest simplicity, and with a forbearance 
ernshing in its oll'ect. The venernblejudg.; 
.laid to the jury that as the birring with all 
its detail was not denied, there was noellorl 
required to Induce Ihe belief thai the greater 
oflenco wan oommittad. 

And HI) thought the jury; and without 
wasting tnucli l.rnetlitiy rondored their ver- 
'lict of guilty. Moyor and Snoll were then 
suntenoeol; to be hunu. and ihe sentancu 
seemed lo be universally approred of.

Party Government. 

Party government is more or less a char- 
acteristic of all governments — ■more particu- 
larly of free governments ; but among 
Anglo-Saxons, on the parent aoil or where- 
ever that stoi k has been transplanted, it 
appears to be an essential ingredient, neces- 
sary to their liberty, Ihuir progress, and their 
prosperity. No people understand it so well 
as they do. It is simply government by 
majority ; the right of the majority to rule. 
The people acknowledge that right, and the 
minority submit to the absolutism of the 
majority, even whilst they are.sh^npiag; their 
plans to displace them, and' reoddr'th'e outs 
,[;iq« and the ina outs. The forin of govern- 
' ment pus8e»8ed by Great Britain and her 
Colonios, and that mighty offshoot of her 
illustrious race, the United States, gives life 
and vigor to party government. The elec- 
tive principle which it contains ever carries 
with it a miijorily and a minoiity — the gov- 
ernment and the opposition. Both arc essen- 
tial to freedom and progress, to prosperity 
and contentment. Each act as a check on 
the other. Conservatism gives ^vay^ and iho 
experimentali.sm of Liberalists is checked 
Without an opposition the rulers Would be- 
come too corrupt, the government aiagnant, 
the liberties of the people endangered, their 
interests neglected, public burdens increas- 
ed, and the revenue.'-quandered on pampered 
favorites. Opposition, whether liberal or 
^oonAervative, to be beneficial to the State, 
ahould b0>base(l..on;Well-gtouDded princi- 
ples, ^hen .tbatv^is ; the^ e^sp :they can 
beieige, and' Beseige auccessfuily, _ap^ ad- 
In^inistFation; ' A tnere factions' opposition'' is 
not only an injury to the Stale, but when- 
ever elevated to power is really so weak 
that its elements are incapable of coping 
with the public exigencies, the result is an 
abeyance of power, with a consequent fail- 
ure of the administration; and the injury 
thuR done to the State has to be cured, and 
the public wants supplied by statesinen v ho 
are the exponento of principles based on the 
Confidence of the people. 

Mere personal likes or dislikes cannot 
ma'p'e a pariy of any durable or effective 
strength. Such would be no better than 
faction. It is principles, not men, that the 
people want. They care not who rules, if 
they rule well. Party lines are therefore 
party principles. They may pertain to mod- 
.,i6cation of government, but must invariably 
^be questions of public policy, in which the 
masses feel a personal interest, and by their 
. adoption or rejection, anticipate a persooal 
lo88(§^b^«?gj,*4l!;(8>nly ^Kh^I};pattJr lines 
disappear that party is but a name-.Whig 
or Tory, Liberal or Conservative— and then 
men arc aubstituted [or principles, and party 
is only kept alive in order ' to struggle for 
"officej with its honors, its powers its patron- 
age, and its emoluments. 

The great issues that have absorbed the 
attention of Anglo-Saxon governments the 
world over, during the present ceiiluryj liave 
been narrowed down to a very few points. 
In England party questions, such as Law 
Retorm and amelioration of the Criminal 
Code, Abolition of Slavery, C.itholic Eman- 
cipation, Repeal of the Corn Laws, and the 
'Beform Bill, and many other questions, 
ba\re al|)i/eeli bloncedeii^ little differ- 

ence^jnovT; eixists between parties, whether 
j.Whig-|Or /Tory, the latter being liberal 
'of'qiihe as'mtich so, as the fornier.' Oue of> 
the chief< isBues^nheroo to-'day,« is reform in 
the representationjthe grantipg,tostbe masses 
greater power, and to that both parties stand 
'pledged. In the United States the opposito 
platforms of Whig and Democrat have dis. 
appeared. Protection and no protection 
doctrines are scarcely heard ; a National 
Bank is exploded ; internal improvements 
have been adopted by the Democrats; ex- 
tenniyn of territory has become a cardinal 
doctrine of the national faith. The Demo- 
crats have adopted some Whig doctrines and 
exploded others ; ;iiid the Whig puriy, that 
created ouch a galaxy of statesmen, js no 
more, nnd the only Whigs are those in name. 
Jf' Whilst democracy is at last reduced to rely 
for strength on a single issue—extension of 
' "slavery — deserted by ho.sts who have formed 
j^,nejv and more numerous party, under the 
" name of Republicans, to fight for victory, 
till sooner or later viotory perches on their 
^'^ banner. In British colonies throughout the 
world, and particularly in the most Wealthy 
and populous — the North American Prov- 
inces, the third shipping power in the 
world — there also the long and intense sUUg- 
gle to establish Responsible Government- 
government accbrdii^g )0 the well undocAtood 



wishes of the people — has been victorious. 
The Family Compacts that wielded an ex- 
clusive irresponsible power have been over- 
thrown, and the Torrie.s, backed by wealth 
and power, holding the doctrine that be- 
cause their falher,s ruled the colonies, that 
they were entitled to ofRce, have given way 
before the attacks of the Liberals, the right 
to self-government has been conceded by 
Downing-street,- and party issues have be- 
come little mure than a struggle for the 
loaves. and.„fishes. Tories to-day occupy 
what was ^liberal ground, and each bid for 
the popular vote on such trifling issues that 
the intensity of party feeling is astonishing. 
Parly, nevertheless, there as everywhere, 
has been, and is beneficial; and the strug- 
gle for office, till greater issues arise, puri- 
fies the political atmosphere, benefits the 
masse.-*, insures integrity, efficiency and 
economy among tho.se entrusted with power. 

Parly government has benefited other com- 
niL'iuties, but the specimen we have here is 
very unproductive. Parties in our Assembly 
are too evenly balanced to render much ser- 
vice to the country. No question e.\ists but 
the reformers and reform princijjles have the 
sympathies of the masses ; and the Obstruc- 
tives have the power, by the casting voto of 
the Speaker. How long this state of things 
will exist, it is difficult to foresee ;, but so 
long as it does exist, the goverrimient Will 
be too^weak ^to do anything ; and'jhe opposi>., 
tion is toVtrua'to their pririoiples to desert ' 
them; and as one will eat the fat and the 
other eat the lean, the country is ignored, 
and i>ublic interests are at a stand still. 
One of several things will have to bo done — 
a dissolution of the Assembly or a recon- 
struction of parties, or a coalition on some 
practical issues. Parties as they are now 
constituted do nothing. Reformers may 
check bad measures in some small degree; 
but they are powerless to carry good ones. 
A four months session has elapsed, and 
neither party have succeeded in fulfilling 
their glowing pledges at the genera! elec- 
tion. Except there is some speedy combi- 
nation, the country will struggle on with 
increasing intensity of party feeling, and 
what public good might be accomplished at 
once will be deferred for years. Other 
colonies have been hampered by Family 
Compacts: but we have that evil, blended 
with the interests and influence of li char- 
tered monopoly. Both should relax their 
hold, or be reduced to a proper level. Nei- 
ther should be suffered to clash with Ihc 
public interests; so the sooner party here 
shapes itself to be productive of public 
good, a settlement of the leading i.'<sues be- 
fore the country, and a (general determina- 
tion to develop our industrial re.source.s, the 
better for both parlies ami the country ; and 
till it is done, party government will nut be 
what it ought to be, but remain a necessary 
evil too plainly visible by its blighting 
effects.

About 
thirty muskets and shot-guns have been 
taken within tho past few days, and stored 
at tho police barracks. 



TnK Mdrderers of Seroeant Board. 
— Sergeant Weihe, of the police, on Thurs- 
day, made a thorough search for the mur- 
derers of Sergeant Board, of H. M. S. Ganges, 
at Esquimau. Weihe visited all the Indian 
camps in that vicinity, and ascertained that 
about 12 o'clock on the night of the murder, 
" Captain John's" brother, (the same Indian 
killed with the Chief at the city prison,) had 
a difliculty with a white man nsar a house 
occupied by a Frenchman, and that at eight 
o'clock the next morning, he left with his 
family in great haste for the lodge of the 
Hydahs, near this town, where he was arrest 
ed the same day. He isconsequently though- 
lo have murdered the marine, and met with 
a fearful punishment on the afternoon of the 
same Jay.
